G.S.R, 80(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (l) of section 3 of All India Services Act, 1951 (61 
of 1951) the Central Government, in consultation with the 
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State Government of Sikkim, hereby makes the following Rules 
further to amend the Indian Administrative Service (Regu¬ 
lation of Seniority) Rules, 1954, namely :— 

(1) These rules may be called the Indian Administrative 
Service (Regulation of Seniority) Amendment Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the official Gazette. 

2. After rule 5D of the Indian Administrative Service 
(Regulation of Seniority) Rules, 1954, the following rule 
shall be inserted, namely :— 

“5-E Seniority of officers appointed to the Service at 
the initial constitution of the Cadre of SIKKIM," 

Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, in re¬ 
lation to the State of Sikkim, the year of allotment and the * 
s*nioriy of officers appointed to the Service at the time of 
the Initial constitution of the State Cadre shall be determined 
by the Central Government in the following manner, name¬ 
ly 

(a) In respect of officers appointed through selection 
from amongst the substantive members of the 
Sikkim State Civil Service and officers holding 


substantive Posts under the Government of Sikkim 
not belonging to the Sikkim State Civil Service. 

The year of allotment shall be determined ad hoc in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission and 
the State Government after taking into account the length 
of service and responsibilities of posts held by the officers 
as reflected in pay or nature of duties or both : 

“Provided that the year of allotment of an officer so 
arrived at shall be limited to the year to which 
his immediate senior in the same parent service/ 
department, who is selected to the IAS Cadre of 
Sikkim at its initial constitution obtains," 

(b) In respect of the IAS officers borne on the cadres/ 
Joint Cadres of other States, appointed to the cadre 
of Sikkim on transfer. 

Officets shall retain their original year of allotment and for 
purpose of their interse seniority they shall bo governed 
by the provisions of rule 7.
